HINT OF CAMP LEWIS PLOT 


Mystery of Major’s Slaying 
Deepened—-Sergt. Pothier 
Is Still Held. 


Robert Rosenbluth, 42 years old, who 
served as a Captain of Engineers with 
the A. E. F. and who ‘says he is an 
expert in forestry, was locked up in 
Police Headquarters last night by agents 
of the Department of Justice on a war- 
rant charging him with the murder of 
Major Alexander P. Cronkhite, Major 
Gen. Adelbert Cronkhite’s son, who was 
shot and killed while at pistol practice 
on Oct. 25, 1918, at Camp Lewis, Wash. 

Rosenbluth was arrésted at the Civic 
Club, 14 West Awelfth Street, shortly 
after 5 o’clock last’ evening by Agents 
Harris, Heckley and Navaro of the De- 
partment of Justice after Harris and 
John A; Joyce, an Assistant United 
States District Attorney, had appeared 
before United © States ommissfoner 
Hitchcock and sworn out the warrant. 

In the warrant it was declared that 
Rosenbluth “‘premeditated and with 
malice dforethought shot or caused :to be 


<The former army officer was hurried 
in an automobile to Police Headquar- 
ters, where he was questioned for sev- 
eral hours by the’ Federal’ prosecutor 
and Thomas M. Reddy, an: official of 
the Department of Justice, who, it was 
said, ‘is in charge of the investigation 
of the killing of Major Cronkhite. After 
Rosenbluth had been placed in a cell, 
Reddy was asked if the former army 
officer’s arrest was due to admissions 
made by Roland Pothier, a Sergeant at 
Camp Lewis at the time of the shooting, 
who, when arrested in. Providence, R. I., 
several days ago, was alleged to have 
declared he himself shot and killed 
Major Cronkhite while he, Pothier, was 
examining a pistol at. target practice. 
Ynvestigation Is Continuing. 

“T am not prepared to make any 
statement with regard to that phase of 
the. arrest,’ replied Reddy. ‘The con- 
nection of Captain Rosenbluth with the 
killing of Major Cronkhite still is under 
investigation.”’ 

It was said, however, that agents of 
the Department of Justice in Washing- 
ton and this city have been working on 
leads which indicated that Major Cronk- 


at least one officer and several soldiers 
in the unit which Major Cronkhite on 
the day of the shooting led out to the 
pistol-practice targets at Camp Lewis. 
It was added that these agents expect to 
make other arrests within a few days. 

It was learned that Agent Harris was

CUT PACKER WAGES, 
RETAIN AGRERMENTS| 


Basic Eight-Hour Day Also Is 
‘Restored’ in Compromise 
Reached at.Washington. 











OFFICIALS FORCED ISSUE 


Men. Yielded When Secretaries 
Davis, Hoover and Wallace 
Said. Wages Must Fall.

WASHINGTON, March 22—A tempo- 
rary settlement of the differences be- 
tween “the big meat packing concerns 
and their employes was reached late to- 
day after another conference of repreé- 
sentatives of both sides tothe contro- 
versy with Secretaries Davis, Hoover 
and Wallace. 

The terms of the settlement, which is 
a compromise by concessions on both 
sides, were. embodied in letters ad- 


‘dressed to Secretary Davis and signed 


by the negotiatora for the two sides. The 
letters read: 


In connection with the matter of la- 
bor rates and conditions in the pack- 
ing houses, within the Alschuler ad- 
ministration, an agreeable to the con- 
versations whi@h we have had with 
you during the last few days, we here- 
by accept y¢ recommendation, cov- 
ering an an adjustment of said 
matters, ani yarrangement for the 
continuation * “or wages, hourg and 
working conditions as they existed un- 
_ der the latest Alschuler ruling, éub- 

t; however, ed he following modifi- 
‘cations :”. 

‘First—The wage cuts of 8 cents per 
hour : for hourly. workers and.,12%4 

per.) cent. for all piécewdrkers shall 
i remkis in. effect as of the dates an-. 
nounced by the packers and shall not 
be subject to any further arbitration. 
If any: further reductions are desired, 
they: shall be submitted to the admin- 
istrator. 

Second—The basic eight-hour day 
and overtime rates, as announced in 
the latest rulings of Judge Alschuler, 
shall be restored, subject, however, to 
the right of the employers or employes 
to submit to the administrator, if they 


‘desire, ‘any question as to changes 


therein. 

Third—The agreement of Dec. 25, 
1917, and’ extensions thereof and all 
decisions thereunder (except as herein 
modified) shall remain in effect until 
Sept. 15, 1921, at which time the 
agreement’ and all awards thereunder 
and supplements and renewals there- 
of and. understandings connected 
therewith shall. absolutely terminate. 

Fourth—Judge Samuel Alschuler’ or 
“his successor, as administrator, shall 
until said date retain and exercise all 
of the jurisdiction and authority here- 
tofore existing, and the employers and 
the employes shall abide by his de- 
cisions in all matters of jurisdiction 
and power under the administration, 
and all subjects of hours, wages, con- 
ditions and adjustments thereof ex- 
cepting as hereinbefore set out. The 
<employers:and employes shall, how- 
ever, ‘be permitted to put into opera- 
tion plans whereby they may develop 
a method to handle ‘between them- 
selves all matters of mutual, interest 
so long as they do not interfere with 
the administration. 

Fifth— Any questions relating to 
hours or wages submitted to the ad- 
ministrator during the continuance of 
the agreement shall be submitted in 
written briéfs, unless otherwise re- 
quested by the administrator.

direction. 

All the facts, carefully gathered and 
studied by the American Govertment, 
have indicated that there is no real 
prospect of imimediate trade on a large 
scale with Russia. American business 
men have been assured by the State De- 
partment in the past that there was no 
American embargo on trade with Rus- 
bia, but that American exporters and 

manufacturers were free to go into Rus- 
sla at thelr:own risk. But: strong. ap- 
peals are being made by certain inter- 
ests that appear to. believe the Anglo- 
Soviet agreement will operate to. put 
America out of the. Russian market,.and 
these are receiving careful consideration. 

It was intimated tonight that. some 
attention had been given to a suggestion 
that one way out of the situation. might 
be found in utilizing the War Finance 
Corporation in an effort to assist Amer- 
ican firms desirous of trading with Rus- 
sia. by. guaranteeing protection to their 
ventures. No decision o nthis paint, 
however, has been reached,

Premier Criticized in Commons. 


Mr.’ Lieyd George’ s bantering reply in 
the Commons last night to criticisms of 
‘the Anglo-Russian trade agreement was

possibly from a sense of allegiance, his 
assurances given to his own supporters 
that the interests of British Nationals 
had. been safeguarded. 

His reply’ to those ‘critics ‘who had 
objécted to the agreement on. moral 
grounds, for, example Major Barnett 
and Sir John Butcher, had less effect. 
Major Barnett: had said he retained @ 
prejudice. in favor of the Ten Com- 
imanadments and that among solid and 
decent people throughout the country 
there was general wonderment as to 
how the British Government had en- 
tered.into.au agreement with the Sovjet 
Government, 

Sir John Butcher had spoken of the 
“obviously grave objections to recogni- 
tion as @ de facto government of a 
government with the deplorable record 
of the Soviet Government in Russia.”’ 

The Prime Minister, it was noticéd, 
did not seem so sure of his ground when 
he declared his disbelief that ‘all the 
solid decent people’’ objected to the 
agreement, 

The late hour at which ‘the Russian 
agreement came before the House pre- 
eluded a full report of anything but 
Lioyd George's statement, for when the 
Prime) Minister gets on his legs all the 
resources of the gallery reportorial 
ptaffa are diverted to circulating his 
spedeh, with the result that lesser lights 
are dimmed, There was, however, much 
in the debate; as Hansard’s Official Re- 
port issued today shows, which was of 
interest, 

Eavoys.in Anomalous Pésition. 

Colonel Newman had. opened= the de- 
bate by saying the agreement provided 
for an exchange of envoys between 
Great Britain and ‘Russia, ‘Those en- 
voys under. the rules by which they 
would have to act would in ‘the diplo-

‘*E do not want to attack that agree- 
ment,’’ continued Colonel Newman. ‘I 
can well imagine that the agreement is

I. do not know its politics, but 
this is what it said: ‘If lt were rea- 
sonably probable that anything would 
come of this agreement all established 
Gevernments now sustaining relations 
of amity with Gréat Britain might. prop- 
erly .describe it a, the Unfriendly 
Thing.’ That is what one of our great 
alliéd nations thinks of the agreement.”’ 

Colonsl| Newman suggested that the 
most important part of the agreement 
was Krassin’s postscript, called ‘‘A 


{Declaration of, Recognition of Claims,’ 


and réading: ‘‘ Meantime the Russian 
Seviet Government declares that it 
recognizes in principle that it is liable 
{© pay Compensation to private persons 
who have supplied goods or services to 
Russia for which “they have not. been 


paid.” 

That said Colonel Newman, in the 
view of the Communists. on the labor 
benches, implied a retrograde move- 
rent for communism, Nevertheless; it 
contained cold comfort for.the British 
Nationals who had fmvested money in 
Russia. Colonel Newrnan proceeded to 
give typical instances of British com- 
panies whose assets had been national- 
ized and taken over tn the interests of 
the Soviet Republic. 

‘Are these concerns to be restored. to 
their owners ?”” he asked, “or is it 
merely that at some future time, as 
Krassin’s postscript suggests, a certain

Peril in Post-War Discontent. 


‘“‘T am not afraid that the people of 
this country will be won to the sub- 
versive doctrines of Karl Marx. They 
do not ‘suit the British mind. That is 
not the danger.

After the great war through- 
out the world there are heavy burdens; 
there is great disturbance of trade and 
of credit; there is unemployment, and 
there is.every kind of trouble, and it is 
easy to. foment discontent amongst peo- 
ple under thése conditions.

These are the men who, they say, will 
govern. They will have to do exactly 
what they are told: The leaders have to 
take orders. In this new political party 


it is not the leader who counts so much, 
I have had a good deal of experience 
in the settling of labor disputes, and the 
trouble has never been with the leaders. 
it is those behind them, whom we never 
see, who are the real power. 


An Army in Which Corporals Lead. 


‘*In this new army it is the corporals 
who lead, and you never come into con- 
tact with them.

Repre- 
sentative Green of TIoWa, who ranks 
next to Mr. Fordney, told Democrati¢ 
members of the committee that he ap- 
proached the working out of the bfll 
with trepidation. Representatives Long- 
worth, Treadway and Bacharach, . too, 
are said to have no wish to rush the 
dill through. 

There was a disposition today among 
the Republican members of the com- 
mittee to discredit the idea that the 
permanent bill would amount to a 
tariff 40 high that it would absolutely 
prévent imports coming into the country. 

Hxperts attached to the committee said 
that the tariff would be framed, not to

rates, théy would come out in the open 
and do 8&0, rather than put them into 
effect. under a disguise whieh would 
soon be détécted. 

This matter of American valuation is 
meeting with determined opposition from 
Many importers. Marshall Field & Co. 
of Chi¢aégo sent to each committee mem- 
ber today a protest against this plan. 
suying that it was unfair to use the 
Cepreciated exchange values upon which 
duties are now assessed as the reason 
fur the change in ascertaining the value 
of foreign goods. Part of this communi- 
cation stated: 

** Ags the currencies of Europe declined 
the prices of commodities there advanced 
correspondingly measured in the terms 
of those currencies. We find, therefore, 
that the cost of such commodities when 
reduced to United States currency at the 
current rate of exchange bears approxi- 
matély the same relationship to the 
American commodities as existed when 
exchanges were normal. Comparison of 
verges so ascertained in European com- 
moditiés compared with similar com- 
modities at pre-war prices reduced to 
normal rate of exchange will show ag- 
proximately the same advance in cost 
due to higher labor, &c., as is reflected 
in similar comparisons in American 
goods. For example, the attached list of 
merchandise was selected from actual 
transactions made by ourselves in which 
the identical goods were imported in 
1914 and 1920 and 1921. The importa- 
tions of the pre-war period are reduced 
at the normal rate of exchange, and 
those of the year 1920 and 1921 reduced 
at the current rate of exchange estab- 
lished by the Treasy Department. The 
increases in thé foreign cost in the lat- 
ter years more than offset the depre- 
elated exchanges and we find compara- 
tive: United States equivalents much 
higher than the prices of 1914.”’ 

Attachéd to the communication is a list 
of about ninety articles imported from 
France, Germany, Great Britain, Japan 
and Switzerland. In practically every 
case the value in American dollars has 
doubled or more since 1914. 

Marshall Field & Co. state that under 
the proposed plan of American valua- 
tion the importer would never know his 
costs in advance, and that consequently 
iniports would practically cease, while 
the uncertainties surrounding the do- 
mestic manufacturer who wished to im- 
port raw material would force him to 
close his factory.

TELLS OF MODERN MANNA. 


Consul Heizer, at Jerusalem, Says 
It Falls in the Form of Dew.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The Bibli- 
eal story of the feeding of the children 
of Israel upon manna from heaven dur- 
ing their wandering in the wilderness 
on the way to the land of Canaan does 
not record a miracle, according to 


American Consul Oscar S&S. Heizer, at 


Jerusalem, 


In an official report received today 
Consul Heizer states that manna is 
found fiow in the regions of Upper 
Mesopotamia and Kurdistan and along 
the Persian frontier. It falls, he says, 
in the form of dew during September, 
October and November, and lodges upon 
the leaves of oak trees. It immediately 
hardens and assumes the form of a 
grain, rly in the morning before the 
heat of the day ft is gathered by spread- 
ing sheets beneath the trees, which are 
shaken, and the manna is then collected 
and stored for Winter to be used as a 
food, or shipped to Bagdad for sale in 
the bazaar. 

he manna falls on_ other vegetation, 
including grass, but all of it is lost ex- 
cept that which is gathered from the 
oak leaves. @e manna is sweet and 
is eaten by the natives as a substitute 


for g7 or honey, The consul says 


it is highly prized for its aromatic 
flavor. 


AMERICANS LIKE MILK. 


Consumption Last Year Estimated 
at 44 Gallons Per Capita.

Weeks Studying Case of Americans 
Convicted in Bergdoll Affair. 


WASHINGTON, Marth 23.—Secretary

ernment for clemency for Carl Neuf and: 
Franz Zimmer, American detectives who

2,500,000 VICTORY MEDALS. 


War Department Detaile Special 
Force to Distribute the Full Issue. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—To com- 
plete the issue of the Victory Medals 
granted by the United States Govern- 
ment to American participants in the 
World War a group of officers and 
field clerks have béen detailed by the 
War Department to devote their entire 
energies toward stimulating interest in 
the awards and facilitating their distri- 
bution. The officers, twenty-four in 
number, have been sélected from the 
general recruiting service of the army, 
which has been temporarily discontinued. 

Oolonel Charles H. Martin, who uftil 
recently has béen in charge of recruiting 
activities, will direct ‘the work of the 
selected Victory Medal officers. Under 
Colonel Martin’s supefvision the country 
has been divided into six Victory Medal 
regions, each in charge of an officer: 
who gained familiarity with his region 
during the recent recrviting campaigns. 
To each of these regional directsts a 
number of officers and field cierks have 
been assigned, and this organization will 
endeavor to cover the entire cotintry 
with the assistance of National Guard 
Inspector-Instructors and officers de- 
tailed to Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps units. 

‘* Despite the efforts which were made 
by the Army Recruiting Service to issue 
the Victory Medal, and notwithstanding 
the hearty co-operation of the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
other patriotic societies,’’ Colonel Martin 
said today, ‘‘the distribution of .this 
award is far from completion. While it 
is estimated that more than 4,000,000 
persons are entitled to the Victory 
Medal, the total number thus far issued 
is less than 1,500,000. 

““It would be a grave mistake for the 
War Department tu make it possible for 
unscrupulous persons to receive these 
medals, and it is necessary that the mili- 
tary authorities be morally certain that 
they are given only to those who are 
entitled to them. This determination has 
necessitated certain basic regulations 
which cannot, in justice to the 4,000,000 
veterans, be waived.’’ 


N. H. DAVIS WOULD RETIRE. 


Asks Hughes to Relieve Him of 
Duties in Cable Conference. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 23. — Norman 
H. Davis, former Under Secretary of 
State and the Government's principal 
delegate to the International Communi- 
cations Conference, of which he is 
Chairman, has asked Secretary of State 
Hughes to be relieved of his responsi- 


bilities as American delegate, in order 
that he may begin as soon as possible a 
much needéd vacation. 

Mr. Davis and the other three mem- 
bers of the American delegation ten- 
ered their resignations to Secretary 

March 4, but Secretary 
Hughes and Under Secretary Fletcher 
asked Mr. Davis, on account of his 
complete familiarity with every ‘aspect 
of the cable question, to remain in 
charge of that work for a while in an 
effort to reach an agreement. Mt. 
Davis consented and has been conduct- 
ing conferences which have brought the 
work of the delegates to practical con- 
clusion, so far as tentative decisions 
are concerned. 

The present delay in announcin a 
formal and definite agreement is under- 
stood to have been caused by the failure 
so far of the French Government to 
send final instructions to the Frenen 
Ambassador.

Panama, in addition, has not answered 
| President Harding's reply to President 
| Porras’s ap over the head of Secre- 
'tary Hughes to the White House for a 
| different ‘‘ solution ’’ of the gispute, in 
‘which Mr. Harding fully endorsed ‘Sec- 
| retary Hughes’s nbte and declared that 
| it represented the ‘‘ unalterable posi- 
tion " of the American Government. 
The. request made by Secretary 
| Hughes, in a note which was virtually 
| but not technically an ultimatum, for 
| compliance by Panama with’ the” White 
| award, was made in a friendly, but most 
| earnest manner, and it can be stated: that 
| the Harding Administration ‘will insist 
on abSolute recognition of the White 


award, 

While the point was not dwelt on at 
length in the note which secretary 
Hughes addressed to the “Government of 
Panama, it ig known that the State De- 
partment, ahd in .his 1t has the comr 
plete support of President Harding, 
would regard Panama's failure to live 
up to the White award as. striking at 
the heart of the principle of the solemn 
and binding character ot treaties and 
international arpitrations. Tne Harding 
Administration: has given close’ study 
to all phases of tne Panama-Costa 
Rican dispute and is quite satisfied that 
the decision of Chief Justice White, 
given in 1913, represented the result of a 
careful and detailed study by that Amer- 
ican jurist, acting as arbitrator, and 
was a fai, and just arbitral considera- 
tion of the whole matter at issue. Chief 
Justicé White went into the matter ex- 
haustively and with full recognition of 
the, responsibiliies involved_in his en- 
deavor, at the request of Panama and 
Costa Rica, to decide the controversy. 

Beyond. all that, the. Administration 
has been unable to; find any basis for 
th@gcontention of Panama that the arbi- 
trator exceeded his powers. Secretary 
Hughes has insisted that. the White 
award, according to the express terms 
of the Porras-Anderson treaty, became 
@ perfect and compulsory treaty between 
‘Panama and Costa Hica, and that both 
nations bound themselves absolutely to 
its. faithful execution, as well as 
waive al! waims. ° 

Secreta. Hughes hoids that interna- 
tional itrations, entered into by 
friendly hations, should receive the 
most solemn respéct and consideration, 
and that if awards, such as that which 
was made by Chief Justice White are 
disregarded. or set aside at will the 
whole seiructure of international arbitra- 
tion would ultimately be razed. 

It was again pointed out today that 
Panama drew the attention of the 
Washington Government fo America’s 
obligations under the Panama-American 
Treaty under which the United States 

ledged- itself to guarantee Panama's in- 
Be dence. . The State Department, and 
this view was sustained by’ President 
Harding, has taken-the ground that, in 
order that the United States Govern- 
ment, may fully perform its obligations 
under the treaty guaranteeing Panama 
independence, the United States must 
advise itself as to the extent of the 
sovereignty of. Panama and consequently 
have a definite understanding of the 
territorial limits of Panama. For this 
reason it is the view of the American 
Government that the boundary between 
Panama and Costa Rica should be set- 
tled and definitely understood as soon as 
possible. J ' 

The American Government is not 
doubting that the Government _ of 
Panama will comply with the reques 
for the delimitation of the dispute 
boundary in accordance with the arbi- 
tration decision. It is. hoped and ex- 
pec by ‘the State Department that 

anama will come to a recognition of 
the validity of the arbitral award and

Government Tells. Dr. Copeland 
That Port Facilities Will 
Be Increased Here. - 


Increased facilitfes for handling the 
immigrants who are congesting DPilis Js- 
land and numerous ships which have 
been unable to discharge their passen- 
gers on account of the health regula- 
tions, will be afforded: straightway by 
the Government, according: to assurances 
given to Dr. Royal S. Copeland, Health 

mmissioner, who returned from the 
capital yesterday. Dr. Copeland went 
to Washington at the invitation of Brig. 
Gen. Charles BH. Sawyer, physician to 
the President, who arranged conferences 
between Dr. Copeland, Senator Dilling- 
ham, Chairman. of the Senate Committee 
on. Immigration, and Waiter W. Hus- 
band, Commissioner. General of Immi- 
gration. Dr. Copeland was assured that 
efforts would be made at once to in- 
crease the personnel at Bilis Island. 

“If necéssary,’’ said Dr. Copeland, 
** the Commissioner General of Immigra- 
tion will arrange for the examination of 
immigrants on ships or piers, so that 
the congestion of the harbor may be re- 
lieved at once. The work of examining 
immigrants is so far behind, and -so 
many ships are waiting in the harbor, 
that with-the present methods it would 
take weeks before conditions could be 
improved.

19 to Join in Honors: for 
South American Liberator, 


‘Figure Will Be Dedicated In Central 
Park,,a Gift From Venezuela’s 
Government, 


| o President’ Harding will lead a parade 


of Latin-American diplomats and other 
notables up Fifth Avenue on the after- 
noon 6f April.19 in connection with the 
wuhvelling iA Central Park of an eques- 
trian statue of Simon Bolivar, Soywth 
American soldier and statesman, pre- 
sented by Venezuela. 

On the same day official ceremonies 
will be conducted in Caracas, the Vene- 
suelan capital, where two parks. will be 
christened Washington and Clay Parks 
in -honor of George Washington and 


ington Avenue. These ceremonies will 
carry out a recent Governme decree 
which declared ‘‘it is the duty of na- 
tions to perpetuate the memory of great 
men.”’ ; 

The parade here will form at -Thirty- 
fourth Street and go directly to Bolivar 
Hill in the’ park, where the exercises 
are to take place at 4 P. M. It is 
expected that President Harding will 
make an.address outNning in detail the 
attitude of his Administration toward 
Latin-American nations. Plans for the 
unvelling “were announced yesterday by 
John Barrett, former Director General 
of the Pan American Union, who is 
representing the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, and Dr. Santos J. Dominico, the 
Venezuelan Minister. 

President Harding, Mr. Barrett said, 
had announced that a _ special train 
would leave Washington on the morning 
of April 19, bringing Secretary of State 
Hughes, Latin-American diplomats and 
officers of the army and navy. The 
President may make the trip the nights 
before. 

On arrival here the visiting party will 
be the guests of a special Venezuelan 
mission at luncheon. No speeches are 
planned for the luncheon, but toasts will 
be offered to the Presidents of all Amer- 
ican reptfblics, to the Governor and 
the Mayor of New York. 

Immediately after the luncheon the 
parade will form. Brazilian sailors from 
battleships now undergoing repairs in 
the navy yard will take part. Detach- 
ments of American soldters and marines 
also are expected to be in line. 

The ceremonies ot unveiling and dedi- 
eation will include an address by a for- 
mer Minister of Venezuera, if official 
duties permit him to visit this country. 
The statue will be accepted by Mayor 
Hylan, to be followed py vfovernor Mil- 
ler. President Harding is to be the last 
epeaker. i 

The equestrian statue of bronze, which 
is being placed in position, was executed 
by Sally James Farnham of this city. It 
is of heroic design, and was selected as 
the result of a competition of sculptors 
held several years ago. It was to have 
been erected in 1915, but the war caused 
delay.- The statue takes the place of a 
former figure of ‘‘ The George Washing- 
ton of Northern South America,’’ erected 
in 1885 as a gift from Venezuela and 
later removed to make way for a better 
likeness. . 7° 

On the evening of April 19 a dinner 
will be given by the City of New York 
in the Waldorf-Astoria: for the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of Venezuela and the 
special delegation from that .country. 
On Wednesday, the 20th, it is probable 
that the Pan American Society of the 
United States will give a luncheon in 
honor of ‘the Venezuelan delegation and 
the Latin-American Diplomatic Corps: 

In a statement yesterday Mr. Barrett 
said that ‘‘as Bolivar is recognized as 
one of the greatest heroes, Generals and 
statesmen of the “Western Hemisphere 
and is commonly known as ‘ The George 
Washington ’ of Northern South Amer- 
ica, ‘who led the movement for the in- 

ependence .of Venezuela, Colombia, 
Ecuador, Peru and Bolivia from Spain, 
in which he had the sympathy of the 
people of the United States and the sup- 
port of the American Government ex- 
pressed by Henry Clay, then Secretary 
of State, this- celebration has a great 
international-and Pan American. signifi- 
cance and should have a favorable ef- 
fect on the relations ofthe United States 
to its twenty sister American republics.” 


HARDING DELAYS 
NOMINATING ENVOYS 


Hughes and Fletcher Investigate 
Qualifications of Prospective 
Appointees.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—With the 
extra session of the Sixty-seventh Con- 
gress only eighteen days away, few, if 
any, diplomatic appointments are ex- 
pected to be made by President Harding 
in the near future. 

It became known today that Secretary 
of State Hughes and Under-Secretary of 
State Fletcher are engaged upon a sur- 
vey of the diplomatic situation that in- 
cludes an investigation of the qualifi- 
cations of individuals who have been 
mentioned for official appointment 
abroad. The President, in the mean- 
time, is devoting himself to considera- 
tions other than diplomatic appoint- 
ments, 

Certain or. foreign posts m: be 
regarded as eliminated from the study of 
the heads -of the State Department. 
These, it is indicated, are for the direct 
decision of the President. There is no 
evidence to contradict the assumption 
that Mr. Harding decided before his in- 
auguration to. appoint Colonel George 
Harvey as Ambassador to the Court of 
8t. James. Myron T. Herrick, it is 
understood, can have a reappointment 
as Ambassador to France if he wants it. 

On the other hand, it has become ap- 
parent that:since his inauguration Pres- 
ident Harding has asked individuals 
whether ‘they would accept diplomatic 
appointment without specifying the for- 
eign post. This was illustrated in the 
correspondence. given out at the White 
House between the President and A. T. 
Hert, ‘Republican National Committee- 
man from Kentucky,: in ‘which Mr. 
Harding regretted that Mr. Hert had de- 
clined an Ambassadorship, for he felt 
sure that he could have offered the 
Kentuckian ‘‘a very attractive post:’*

he added, were unwilling to lend on the 
security offered becausé it did‘not repre- 
sent an investment which ‘was making 
money. He had been able to borrow 
$2,000,@0 from Boston bankers, how- 
ever, he said. 

Vice President Buckland added that 
the New Haven could ‘‘ get along ’’ if it 
could reduce wages, covering a@ period of 
financial difficulties, explaining that a 
reduction of 15 per cent. would give the 
road $11,000,000 annually.

Circling, Tour to Win: 


- $80,000 ney 


AIDED. BY. KING GEORGE 


and Eschew Dealers—Friend 
Dies on Journey.” ©. 


An artist from Molland who is working 
his way around the world by means of 
his\art to win a legacy of 50,000 guilders, 
equal in Holland at present to $50,000 
of American money, has arrived in New 
York. . He has three years in which to 
complete ‘his circle’ of the globe. His 
name is*J. Monnickendam, and he is 
aceompanied by: his wife. 

The trip is the result of an agreement 
the artist and a friend, 8. Degen, made 
with Jan Bilderbeck, a wealthy man of 
Dordrecht, Holland, who was a patron 
and admirer of the arts and. wished .to 
do something to encourage young artists 
of his country.. He» made’ @ contract 
with Degen and Monnickéndam that if 
they worked their way around the world 
he ‘would pay them 50,000 guilders, but 
with the condition that they must not 
sell or exhibit their work through deal- 
ers. 

The two artists left Holland, each with 
fifty guilders, on Jan. 1, 1919. They 
worked their way through Belgium and 
then to Paris, where they had such a 
hard time that Degen became ill and 
died. Monnickendam.and his-wife went 
on to Italy, Spain and London. In Italy 
he won.the Prix de Rome on May 6, last 
year, with the portrait of a woman, 
which he sold. The money enabled him 
to go to London. 

In the meantime Bilderbeek, his pa- 
tron, had died, but left a will which 
stipulated that the money was to be paid 
when Monnickendam complied with the 
contract. 

In London the artist obtained through 
Holland officialS an audience with King 
George, who commissioned him to paint 
several pictures. The money: was suf- 
ficient to pay the passage.of Monnicic- 
endam and his wife to New York. They 
arrived here a week ago, nearly out of 
tunds, but ‘sure they could go the rest 
of the way in the three years that are 
left to them. They must ea gt: the 
Lgiobe-circling journey by Jan. 1, 1924. 

As soon as they landed Sey. went to 
A. J. Schrikker Jr., the Royal Nether- 
land Vice Consul, told him their story 
and showed their credentials. Monnick- 
endam’s passport is frayed and torn, but 
records all of the many stages of his 
journey. They obtained.a room at 915 
Fox Avenue, the Bronx, and i esterday 
with. Mr. Schrikker called on Byron R. 
Newton, Collector of the Port, in com- 


is a.friend of Mr. Newton. 

Monnickendam’s task in New York is 
a hard one because by the terms of his 
agreement he must obtain commissions 
himself and not through a dealer, and 
when he has done a piece of work with- 
out an order for it, if he wishes to sell 
it he must conduct his own exhibition. 
Mr. Schrikker, .who:vouches for Mon- 
nickendam, and says ‘he has heard of 
his position among the artists: of the 
modern: school in Holland, is doing: all 
he can to help his.countryman win the 
50,000 guilders.

WHAT AILS RAILWAY FINANCES. 

The attitude of Congress toward 
the railways is like that toward the 
tariff—that nothing is known unless 
and until Congress discovers it. 
Therefore it is not surprising’ that 
Senator CUMMINS wants an investi- 
gation of the financial troubles of the 
railways, although in the same breath 
that he proposes it he shows that he 
knows very well what the trouble is 
and gets his information from a better 
source than the committee which he 
suggests. Let it be said at once that 
there is no objection in principle to 
any investigation. On the contrary, 
the more that is known about the 
railways the clearer will be the rev- 
elation of the trouble and the remedy. 
It will start as an investigation of the 
railways and will turn itself into an 
investigation of Government operation 
and of the influence upon it of labor 
unions. This can be read between 
the lines of the Senator’s statement 
clearly, and cries aloud from the totals 
of earnings and costs which the Sen- 
ator recites from official records. 

In ‘the last ten months of 1920 
the net ton miles of traffic on. the 
railways was 381,000,000,000, against 
340,000,000,000 in 1919. The passen- 
ger miles, were 40,000,000,000, against 
39,500,000,000. . For the ten months 
of private operation in 1920 he gives 
the freight and passenger mileage as 
larger than the full years of 1917 or 
1918. It is not possible to maintain 


+that either freight or passenger earn- 


ings have been reduced by the rates, 
but the Senator candidly states that 
the figures for 1921 reveal a ‘‘ tre- 
mendous diminution.’’ On that point 
at this time it is only possible to say 
that rates established by law cannot 
be made the basis of deductions for 
any period less than a full year, or 
more properly for an average of sev- 
eral years. The railways could not 
wish a better record of performance. 
It is a shining contrast to their record 
before they were regulated, or when 
they were less expertly regulated. 
The record of earnings is as bad as 
that of performance is -good. The 
Senator says that the net operating 
income for 1920, partly estimated, was 
one-fifteenth of 1 per cent. of the 
property investment as estimated by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Capitalization and: rates have no such 
relation as facilities and traffic, par- 
ticularly not when the rates are fixed 
by detached authority. The official 
records do not disclose what. became 
of the gross earnings, as éxtraordi- 
narily large as the net earnings are 
small. But there is neither doubt nor 
mystery about why the strongest com- 
panies‘ are emba and the ay- 
erage company is ifMolvént. It was 
put in evidence in Chicago yesterday 
that the 1920 wages were $4,000,- 
000,000 and. that. the payroll (since

WHAT’ GERMANY HAS PAID. 

The German Government, in ‘refus- 
ing to comply with the demand of the 
Reparations Commission that it pay 
# billion’ marks on March 28, declares 
that the sum has already been paid. 
In. other words,. Germany. contends 
that it has, met. the Treaty obligation 
to deliver to the. Allied Governments 
twenty billions of marks before May 1, 
1921. The Reparations Commission, 
on the contrary, asserts that the true 
value of ‘what has. béen ‘turned over 
is only eight billions, leaving twelve 
moré to pay What is the explana- 
tion of this difference in the figures? 

It is to be found in the official state- 
ment of the Reparations Commission 
given out on Feb. 26. The Germans 
had reckoned in, it appears, the 
value. of the public property of Ger- 
many—buildings, &c.—in the ceded 
territory. This they estimated at five 
and one-half billions of marks. But 
the Reparations Commission ryles this 
out entirely. It is true that Article 


'256 of the Treaty. provides that such 


property of the State shall be allowed 
for in the final accounting of German 
reparation. _But the present proceed- 
ings are under Article 235, calling for 
the payment of} twenty billions of 
marks before next May, ‘‘ in order to 
‘‘enable the Allied and Associated 
‘“ Powers to proceed at once to the 
‘‘ restoration of. their industrial and 
‘* economic life.” To that end, a few 
German Post Offices and palaces in 
Posen or military barracks in Slesvig 
would be of no avail. 

Apart from this, the Reparations 
Commission maintains that the Ger- 
man experts have grossly ovérvalued 
the ships and other things surren- 
dered in accordance ‘with the Treaty. 
The actyal total paid is estimated by 
the. commission at no more than 
eight billions. The judgment of the 
commission, which is made final by 
the Treaty; is that Germany is in de- 
fault to the extent of twelve billions. 
Now, in case of such default, the 
Treaty expressly provides that the 
Allies may proceed, by way of ‘‘ finan- 
cial prohibitions and reprisals,” with 
‘‘ other measures” that may be nec- 
essary. nd note that the far-sighted 


.| Treaty stipulates that such measures 


‘* Germany agrees not to regard as 
acts of war.” The recent outcry of 
Chancellor FEHRENBACH and other 
German officials sounds as if they had 
not read the Treaty which the Ger- 
man Government signed,

CONDEMNED BY THE LEGION. 

Lieut. Col. ALEXANDER E. ANDERSON; 
formerly of the 165th Regiment, re- 
sents the action of New York County 
Chapter of the American Legion, 
which put him ‘‘ on trial” for con- 
duct at the ‘‘ Horror on the Rhine” 
mass meeting prejudicial to the prin- 
ciples and aims of the Legion and ex- 
pelled him from the’ organization.

But nothing that 
the commission may do is likely to 
find favor in Germany or in Poland. 
Already there is talk in London of 
using. the. indecisive result of the 
plébiscite as material for a bargain. 
Germany can have-the, mines if she 
will accept the allied reparation pro- 
posals. It requires no. very long 
observation of German methods to 
suggest the objection that Germany 
might accept ‘the mines on this con- 
dition and then refusé to pay the 
reparations a little later; not to 
speak of the doubtful morality of 
obtaining reparations for France and 
England at the expense of Poland. At 
any rate, the Germans seem already 
to realize that their’ victory was only 
partial; the outburst of national senti- 
ment called out by thé first enthusi- 
astic reports is apparently beginning 
to cool off. If it cools off sufficiently 
to compel the German Government to 
abandon the position it took at Lon- 
don, that reparation of any sort can 
be paid only if all Upper Silesia stays 
with Germany, something may’ yet. be 
done. Otherwise the discretion given 
by the Treaty to the plebiscite com- 
mission may be more useful toward 
the application : of penalties: than in 
the making of bargains. :

Then an unfortunate complication 
arose, for a young German woman in 
the car was slightly wounded by one of 
the bullets sent after It by Ngvur in an 
attempt.to stop it by puncturing its‘tires.

Answer: We shall have to appoint a 
commission, duly accredited, to codify 
international lavy. 

Good! And when the law is codified, 
it will have to be referred to the nations 
represented on’ the commissfons’ to. be 
ratified. . zi 

Answer—Obviously. : 

Good again! We-shall thus achieve a 
code of international Taw for’ the court |. 
to interpret. It will have, of course, no’ 
automatic“ sanction of military ‘force ‘or’ 
even of an economic boycott—the experi- 
ence of the League has shawn these 
things to be beyond’the range of present 
possibility ; but it will have the sanction 
of the enlightened public opinion of the 
world, so that, if the crisis requires, the 
States concerned will be in’ the best pos- 
sible position to exert their force. The 
verdict of a court of law would thus in- 
form and ennoble public opinion, would 
it not, whereas the decisions of a merely 
political council might tend to enrage it? 

Answer—Surely; a decision of ‘the 
court would put the whole nation be- 


Again good! There is, however, a 
further consideration. The code would 
represent the legislative will’ of the na- 
tions at the time it was framed: but Jaw 
is not static. It is, or should be, an 
organic growth, keeping pace with the 
progréss of civMlization and venerable 
only as it expresses the preserit needs of 
the advancing time. In view. of the 
demonstrated difficulties of international 
agreement, would there not be espesial 
need for growth in: an international 
code? 

4nswer—The commission could . reas-.

CITY BAR ASSOCIATION 
OPPOSES MANY BILLS 


Committee on Amendment of Law 
Finds Housing Relief Measure. 
i Unconstitutional. 





The Committee on Amendment of the 
Law of the City Bar Association dis- 
approves another large batch of legis- 
lative bills in the second section of its 
report on the current session; made pub- 
lic yesterday. It is unqualifiedly against 
proposed legislation permitting Surro- 
gates to practice law, characterizing -it 
as manifesting “‘a deplorable tendency 


in the opposite direction to the theory of 
the Constitution.’’ A bill punishing a 
wife who abandons her husband and re- 
quiring, her to pay a reasonable weekly 

sum for his support is dismissed as a 
joke. A bill to amend the General City 
law to enable cities to acquire land and 
‘houses to be sold and rented at cost to 
relieve the housing situation meets with 
eneptopeten as crude and unconstitu- 
tional in many of its provisions. 

A proposed law that would make it a 
misdemeanor for a person employing 
strike - breakers brought from other 

laces not to cause such non-residents to 
eave the place of employment within 
twenty-four hours after the strike is set- 
tled is disapproved as denying a consti- 
tutional right to law-abiding’ persons to 
dwell where they please. Suggested 
amendments to the laws regulating pro- 
fessional bondsmen, growing out of the 
recent John Doc inquiry here, are dis- 
approved as uncorstitutional in parts 
and objectionable in others. 

The committee approves but few meas- 
ures now before the Senate and the As- 
sembly. Most important of them-is Sen- 
ator Walton’s~bill to amend the Civil 
Practice act generally in line with sug- 
gestions made by one of the committee 
of the Convention of Justices and Law- 
yers to frame rules of practice. The re- 
vision is of a legal, technical : nature.

‘Opponents of. Governor Miller's trac- 
tion bill were busy yesterday formulat- 
ing plans to fight the measure.in the 
courts.

fore is as: good’ as enacted. into law. 
Apart from the injustice it works on the 
people of the city and its partiality to- 
4 ward the traction company, the method 
employed to force it through the Legis- 
lature is a step backward twenty-five 
years. 

‘The bosses got the word from the 


~| interests—the samé interests that forced 


fare increases in other cities—and passed 
the word down thé line. Credit is due 
the Republican legislators of New York 
City. who resisted the pressure and voted 
in the interest of ‘their constituents and 
their city. No. mercy: is to be shown 
the weak-kneed, spineless, saffron-yel- 
low representatives from New York who 
were dominated by the political pres- 
sure. It is disgusting to see young men 
in their first term not alive to the spirit 


of today, ‘permitting these old bosses 
who will be the first to kick them out 
the minute they displease or disobey, 
bend to the dictates of the sponsors of 
this measure.

Since early in’ithe night. the physicians 
had beén expecting the Cardinal's death 
momentarily. He lapsed into a state of 
coma laté“in the afternoon.. -The ‘physi- 
cians regard it as. doubtful whether he 
will recover epnsciousness. 

About 9 o’clock at night it was noted 
that the. Cardinal’s pulse grew consider- 
ably stronger. Even this failed to re- 
vive hope of his recovery, because of 
the extreme weakness resulting from 
his fllness in December, and because in 
his previous illness he had not suffered 
any prolonged spell of unconsciousness. 

It was thought possible, but not prob- 
able, that he might live through several 
days in his unconscious condition. 

A constant watch was kept at the 
bedside. of the aged prelate throughout 
the day and night, either by the physi- 
eians or the nursing sister, and every 
effort was made to ward off the hour 
of his death. Iw all the Catholic 
churches of the city prayers were of- 
fered for his. recovery. 

An adgute interest in the Cardinal’s 
condition was taken by thousands: of 
persons in the jcity,-as shqwn~by the 
constant telephone inquiries received at 
his residence and newspapers. 

The extreme illness of the Cardinal, 
who, until last Sunday, was believed to 
be slowly regaining his health, cast an 
additional gloom over Holy Week; but 
in the event of his death the Holy ‘Week 
services -will continue uninterrupted, it 
was stated by..the*cathedrak-authorities.
